HE Committee stage of the Oath Bill occupied: several hours of the time of the Dail yesterday, and at seven 
o clock progress was reported, and the debate was adjourned until to-day. 


An amendment by Mr. MacDermot, an Independent deputy, substituting a new form of declaration for 
the Oath, was ruled out by the Speaker, on the ground that it was not in order; and another, standing in the 
name of Mr. McGilligan, to keep the Oath in the Constitution, but to remove certain words in the Constitu- 


tion, was next considered. 


President de Valera, in resisting’ the amendment, described it as of no value, and said that the Govern- 
ment proposed to put the Treaty in its proper place, and that their action was not contrary to the Treaty.

TWO AMENDMENTS—ONE 


On the Committee stage of the Oath Bill, 

Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT (Ind., Ros- 
common) moved the deletion of the clause in 
the bill for the deletion of Article 17 and 
amendment of Article 55 of the Constitution, 
and the substitution of the following Article— 

““The following declaration shall be re- 
cited and signed by every member of the 
Oireachtas before taking his seat therein 
before the Clerk of the Dail-or some 
person duly authorised by him: 

‘I, — , solemnly promise true faith 
and allegiance to the Irish Free State, 
and, during the continuance of the Irish 
Free State in the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, I solemnly promise to be 
loyal to the partnership obligations 
thereby involved and to the Crown as 
the symbol of that partnership.’ ”’ 

The SPEAKER said that he was ruling Mr. 
MacDermot’s amendment out of order, as it 
introduced a matter not contemplated in the 
bill as read a se@cdnd time. 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that the import and 
contention of his amendment was to modify 
the manner of the removal of the Oath. In 
view of that he asked the Speaker to review 
the ciroumstances. 

The SPEAKER said that it was an amend- 
ment by modification, and introduced an ex- 
traneous matter, and therefore could not be 
considered. 


KEEPING THE OATH INTACT. 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN (C. na nG., National 
University) had tabled an amendment. with 
the object to keep the Oath intact in the 
Constitution and delete the machinery for the 
taking of the Oath, so that the Oath in the 
Constitution would then be in the same posi- 


" tion as in the Treaty—no machinery for its 


administration. 

Mr. BLYTHE (for Mr. McGilligan), intro- 
ducing the amendment, said that it would 
recall to deputies a debate which took piace 
in the Dail on the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion. 
to the same cffect, and rejected. They were 
not putting forward this amendment hecause 
they desired to do what was proposed in the 
amendment; but the principle of the bill 
having been accepted; and the contention of 
the Government being that what they pro- 
posed to do was not in contravention of the 
Treaty, they proposed that the words of the 
Treaty stand in the Constitution. 


OBLIGATORY OR NOT. 

Tf the contention of the deputies was 
correct, and conld be shown to be correct, 
that in the existing circumstances the Oath 
was not obligatory by reason of anything in 
the Treaty to take the Oath, then their 
Government had gained its object, and for 
all practical purposes the Oath was removed. 
If, on the other hand, the Oath remained 
obligatory for the deputies, even if it were 
not in the Constitution, then the object they 
(his partv) had in view, that there should be 
no breach in the Treaty, was secured. 

He thought that the House should give 
very serious consideration to the idea that 
was behind the amendment. It was, perhaps, 
true that they did not -want to have their 
courts here giving a one-sided interpretation 
of the Treaty. On the.other hand, he thoucht 
that it was very desirable that the dppor- 
tunity should still be given for discussion as 
to whether or not this particular Oath was 
obligatory. He thought that deputies would 
agree, though not, perhaps, all of them, 
there would be few who would dispute that 
at one time this Oath was obligatory. There 
would be a few who would dispute that at 
one time, if the particular words of the 
Treaty had been inserted in the Constitution, 
everyone would have regarded it as obligatory. 


THE NEW SITUATION.

WORTHLESS AMENDMENT. 


President DE VALERA resisted the amend- 
ment, and said that it was of no value what- 
ever., They proposed to put the Treaty in its 
proper: place, and their action was not. in 
any way contrary to the Treaty. They were 
gcing to take the Treaty out of the Constitu- 
tion, as they held it had no place there. 

Mr. MacDERMOT asked go ato in view 
of the President's statement, the Treaty had 
any force in his view. 

President DE VALERA—I have already 
indicated as clearly as I could that the Treaty 
remains as it was. I do not propose in the 
present bill to interfer’ with whatever validity 
the Treaty may have. We are simply taking 
out matters that should not be in our Con- 
stitution. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—I appreciate that. 
What I would like to know is whether the 
Government thinks the Treaty has any 
validity. | 

The PRESIDENT—I am not called upon 
to decide that question here. We are simply 
dealing with the question of putting the 
Treaty in its place. What that place, or 
what the effects may be, is another question 
altogether. In this bill we are not dealing 
with it—good, bad, or indifferent. We are 
not interfering with the Treaty. 


BREAKING THE TREATY. 

Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN (C. na nG., 
Kerry) said that the bill, whilst eliminating 
Article Four of the Treaty, ignored Articles 
1, 2, and 3, which he regarded as absolutely 
necessary. These were facts that the President 
had ignored when saying that he was relegat- 
ing the Treaty to its proper place. He sug- 
gested that it was absurd to say that Articles 
1, 2, and 3 could be treated as if thev did 
not exist, and that was precisély-what the 
President was doing. These articles could 
not he regarded as domestic law, and. the 
President had not the remotest idea of the 
case he was up against. No matter how the 
question was looked at, it was nothing less 
than breaking the Treaty. 

President DE VALERA said that the 
deputy had no conception whatever of {le 
real position. Articles One to Four 
indicated the starting 
Free State. They had progressed from that, 
and in their position of co-equality in the 
British Commonwealth of Nations they were 
entitled to make any changes they liked in 
their Constitution. The Articles of Agree- 
ment remained untouched, and that was the 
case that he had made from the start. 


BURKING THE ISSUE. 


Mr. D. FITZGERALD (C. na nG., Carlow- 
Kilkenny) said that he éntitély disagreed with 
the President in stating that these articles 
indicated the starting point of the Free State. 
The President was burking the issue when 
he claimed that he was leaving the Articles 
of Agrocment for the “Treaty exactly as they 
had been. It was universal and general law 
that certain portions of a treaty had to be 
inserted in municipal law and in the Con- 
stitution of a country.

Old English “ Hiking” : Idiom on the Films 


Censorship under Queen Elizabeth : “ Double Declutching.” 
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“Span and Spick.” 


I was present in a Dublin cinema the 
other night when an incident of uncon- 
scious humour crept into the performance. 
A news film was being shown, and the 
subject was the great military parade 
which marked the first birthday of the 
Spanish Republic in; Madrid,» ; '“'- Shots” 
of the crack Spanish cavalry regiments 
were shown, and battalion after bat‘alion 
of infantry swept up the Grand Via, anc 
took the salute from the rather unhappy 
looking President, Signor Zamorra. 
however, the audience began to pay more 
attention, when it became obvious that 
the Spaniard who was furnishing the com- 
mentary was not at all happy in his 
English. It. was felt that he would in- 
evitably blunder; and blunder he did, in 
an effort to be very idiomatic. “‘ It is 
evident,”” he commented, to the joy of the 
house, “ that the soldiers for the parade 
have been at pains to make themselves 
span and spick.”’ 


An Garlu Censorship. 


The cinema industry is undergoing 1 
severe spell of criticism at present. Lam 
told that the publishers of a new book 
called “ The Devil’s Camera "" Jost no time | 
in forwarding supplies to. Belfast, wher 
the debate on the banning»of a film is still 
raging. It is interesting to note that the 
censorship of public morals dates back to, 
long before the Christian Pra; and itewas’ 
mainly due to the banning of the theatre 
in England that women first took. part 
in plays. The censorship of the theatre 
by a Governmént official began in the, 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, when. the first 
“ Master of the Revels ” was appointed. | 

In later years, during the reign of 
Charles I., a quarrel arose between the 
puritanical party and the corps drama- 
tique, with the result that the theatre, for 
the first time in any country, was 
abolished entirely. Up till that time no 
woman had taken part in any play. The 
“ Historia Histrionica’’ speaks oí one 
Stephen Hammerton, as ‘‘ the most noted 
and beautiful. woman actor,” and an 
earlier author, writing about the ban, says 
that “ the most reasonable point of attack 
is the sin of boys wearing the dress and 
affecting the airs of womeén.”” 


Ghe First .Actress. 


During the suppression of the theatre, 
the boys who had acted as women had 
grown too masculine for their parts, and 
no others had been trained to take their 
place, an event which induced Nash, the 
poet, to observe :— 

“Toubting we should never play agen 

We have played all our women into men.

From time to time I hear people talking 
about a new kind of motor car that will 
work without the device known as the 
clutch, or, at least, without making what 
is known in motoring language as a 
“rasp” if the clutch is improperly used.

The Castle — 
of Chillon. 


ROMANCE, FACT 
AND FICTION. . 


» BE a CORRESPONDENT, . 
“HE steamer paddled its way across the 
clear, blue water towards the landing 
=. Stage at Montreux. My eyes rested on 
the “white: walls and turrets of .Chillon, 
btokenly reflected in ‘‘ Leman’s crystal face; 
on the dark green forested mountains behind, 
rising, a Y from the blue of the lake te 
the blue of the sky; and on the little green 
isle with three ‘or four trees, lying. further 
ott in the lake. When the steamer came to 
anchor, I got off and walked along an uneven, 
sás path by the lake's edge towards the 
castle. 


I saw before me the embodiment of all 
romantic tales of medieval history, Three 
white turrets guarded the land side, and 
from the midst of the group of buildings 
rose the donjon keep, square and strong and 
high. As I crossed the moat by the Rees 
bridge visions of the past moved before my 
mind. I thought of the Dukes of Savoy 
riding up to this stronghold they had built 
to guard the road to Italy, and passing a 
few days in oo and revelry; or perhaps 
in less genial pursuits—for Chillon was 
seldom used as a residence, but often as a 
prison. As I entered the courtyard, I thought 
of the pages playing at knuckle-bones, or 
flirting with the maids as they went to and 
from the well. 

Whe winding passages and staircases of the 
castle, and the many halls and chambers 
through which I wandered, were. no less 
filled with ghosts of the middle ages. Many 
of the walls were covered with pikes and 
lahces, crossbows, swords and other deadly- 
looking weapons. Countless prisoners must 
have been tried in this long hall of justice, 
many of them passing on with fear and dread 
into the torture chamber. How this room, 
looking on to a calm and beautiful view 
across the lake, must have resounded with 
the agonised screams of many a wracked and 
torn body, , The sinister-looking wooden 
pillar in the middle of the room, upon which 
the unfortunate enemies of the Duke were 
hoisted, whilst the soles of their feet were 
burned with red-hot irons, shows sickening 
roof of frequent use, the paint round the 
ower part being scratched and torn by the 
clutching fingers of the victims. 


THE HALL OF KNIGHTS. 


i After this gruesonie place, the large hall 
of the Kni hte, the Awelltiy rooms, aa the 
little Gothic chapel of Saint George brought 
more gentle and pleasing théughts. Then I 
wandered down through the courtyard again, 
down into the dungeons. Fassing through 
the guardroom, the condemned ET and the 
execution chamber, I entered the main 
dungeon, that dungeon made famous by 
Byron, in which the Prisoner of 
Chillon lay for four years composing 
poems and ballads and eating ont his 
wilds spirit.as he paced up and down 
the hard earth floor. he path is there, worn 
by his footsteps, a-d the pillar, to which he 
was said to have been attached for part of 
the time. 

Back in the hall again, 1 stopped to look 
at a modern painting. It is the picture of a 
venerable gentleman in medieval attire, with 
neatly trimmed beard and moustache. He is 
seated on the floor, attached to a pillar by 
chains that would anchor an Atlantic liner. 
Straw is scattered on the floor, and a broken 
pitcher is at his side. ‘I'his is the Prisoner of 
Chillon,.the prisoner as Byron imagined him 
to be? a man martyréd for his “religious 
principles and the cause of liberty. 


THE REAL PRISONER. 


The real prisoner, Bonivard, was a wilder 
and far more romantic person. Born in 
1493, of a good Genevese family, he was 
educated at Turin, and when he succeeded 
his uncle to the Abbey of Saint Victor at the 
age of eighteen, he was a young. man of 
some learning and culture. 
irresponsible character, with plenty of 
money and lands, he soon gathered around 
him a group of young men, who declared 
themselves enemies of the powerful and 
dreaded House of Savoy, and conducted wild 
raids into the Savoy country. ‘In 1519 
Bonivard was captured by the Duke’s men 
during, a raid, and imprisoned for two 
years in the “Castle of Grolée. On 
his return to Geneva he-found some of his 
lands. gone, and his, fortune depleted. So 
once more he started ths campaign against 
Savoy. He and his followers became the 
tertor.,of,ithe oountry..round Genexa. In 
1536. Bonivard again fell into the hands of 
the Duke, betrayed by some of his own men. 
This time he was imprisoned in Chillon. 

The first two years were spent comfortably 
enough, for Bonivard was on good terms with 
the Governor. But at the end of that time 
the Duke of Savoy paid a visit to Chillon. 
What.offence Bonivard. caused is not certain, 
but orders were given that he should be cast 
into a dungeon. There he was thrown, and 
there he remained till Chillon was stormed 
and captured by the Bernese. Borivard was 
released and went back to Geneva. 

Free again, he found himself deprived of 
all his money and lands, and Geneva under 
the strict and narrow rule of Calvin. The 
Council granted him a small pension, gave 
him a house to live in, and deputed him to 
write a history of Geneva. But though 
Bonivard’s desire for fighting may have died 
during six years in prison, his spirit was not 
yet tamall, and was by no means ready to 
submit to the stern Calvinistic way of life. 


TRAGEDY. 


He was up before the Council for an affair 
with a serving girl. He married. Again he 
came before the Council for playing back- 
gammon and not attending church. is wife 
died and he married again. A third time the 
Council summonsed him for wife-beating; but 
they found the wife worthy of a beating, and 
dismissed Ronivard. The wife ran away, and 
he was free to marry again. Calvin would 
not permit the publication of the on ad 
the style was too flippant. Bonivard embarked 
on his third marriage, which seemed to go 
quietly and snecessfully to its end, when the 
third wife died. 

The closing of Bonivard’s life is stark 
tragedy. Some time after the death of his 
third wife he offered the shelter of his home 
to a run-away nun, young and beautiful. 
The Council, hearing of this, ordered Bonivard 
to marry the girl and put an end to the 
scandal he was causing. Bonivard protested. 
He was too old to marry, and anyhow the 
girl had no desire to marry him. The Council 
were firm; the ceremony was performed. 

Three years later the young wife was found 
guilty of an illicit affair with an unfrocked 
priest. In spite of Bonivard’s protest they 
were found guilty. The man was beheaded, 
the woman tied up in a sack and cast into 
the Rhéne. A few years later Bonivard 
died, and thus ended the life of the real 
Prisoner of Chillon.

DEMOLISHING AN 
ICEBERG.

ERSE, but significant, notices are being 
now inserted by the Board of Trade in 
their . “Notices to Marines’’ to the 

effect that ice patrols are in action, and that 
wireless warnings, referring to wanderin 
bergs, are being broadcast from certain lanc 
stations. Until twenty years ago the spring 
ice was allowed to claim its annual toll o 
shipping without any thought of intervention 
by international marine authorities. Even 
when as many as eleven ships vanished in 
1899 no action was taken to counteract the 
rowing menace. The nations were aroused 
rom their apathy, however, in 1912 by the 
culminating disaster of the Titanic, and a 
patrol, for hunting and reporting icebergs in 
the vicinity of the tracks followed by ship- 
ping, was instituted. 

Considerable success has attended the 
experiments of Professor Barnes in his efforts 
to demolish icebergs by means of thermite, a 
chemical substance consisting of powdered 
aluminium and iron oxide, and capable of 
radiating a heat of 5,400F. According to 
the account of an eye-witness, thermite was 
laid in holes bored in the summit of a berg 
standing about 100 feet high and measuring 
about 500 feet in length. Slow fuses were 
lighted, and in about twelve hours nothing 
remained beyond a few harmless lumps of 
ice floating about on the surface of the sea— 
and they were still melting. Taking into 
consideration the fact that the iceberg must 
have extended about 800 feet below the sur- 
face, the Professor had every reason to con- 
gratulate himself on the result of his experi- 


ment.

PRESS ASSOCIATION'S 
ANNUAL REPORT.

The sixty-fourth annual meeting of the 
Press Association, Ltd., was held yesterday 
afternoon at the chief offices, Byron House, 
Fleet street, London, Mr. William Will 
(Daily Dispatch, Manchester), Chairman of 
the Association, presiding over a large attend- 
ance. 

In moving the adoption of the annual re- 
port and statement of accounts, the Chair- 
man said that for most newspaper businesses 
the year 1931 proved even more troublous 
than its predecessor, and, naturally, there 
had been a repercussion on the Association, 
But, having regard to the difficult conditions, 
the results for the year could not be regarded 


as other than satisfactory. 

He referred to the re-diffusion by radio 
dealers of thé B.B.C.’s sporting commentaries, 
as well as of the sporting news in wireless 
bulletins, in such a way as to attract crowds 
outside their premises, many complaints had 
been received as to the practice, and he was 
glad to say that the B.B.C. were co-operating 
with the news agencies in calling attention to 
tho fact that the commentaries and the news 
were copyright. In some cases the police 
had taken action in order to deal with what 
was a real nusiance.

TRISH FISHERMEN. 


HE re-organisation of the inshore fishing 

industry of the Free State was carried 

‘a step farther yesterday forenoon whén 

at the South Wharf, Dun Laoghaire tlarybour, 

three specially-designed motor fishing-boats 

whre inspected by the directors of the Free 

Siate Fisheries Association, accompanied by 
& number of Government officials. 

Already eight of these craft have been 
launched and are now in commission, while 
Bix more are on the builders’ stocks. 

The Fisheries’ Association, which was set 
up by the Government in 1930, supply these 
craft, as well as smaller boats and gear, to 
duna-fpde fishermen who are members of the 
Association on the hire purchase system: 
Lighteen hundred fishermen are members of 
the Association, thé Girectérs of Which, in 
aduilion, are providing up*to-date marketing 
facilities. In various parts of the Free State 
acents of the Association take charge of the 

. catches of fish By the. members of the Asso- 
ciation and hand them over to régional 
wholesalers, who distribute them to retailers, 


CONSTANT SUPPLY. 

The: Association found much = difficully 
fn organising the sale oí the-catches of the 
inshore fishermen, which even at the best of 
times are intermittent, and in order to pro- 
vide the wholesaler with a regular supply 
of fish they chartered seven trawlers, which 
aré nowgsupplying a fegular flow of fish to 
the wholesalers. 

All the craft have or are being built in 
the Free State, and cost between £550 and 
#600.
